more in reserve. Oen. Pershing could 
undertake operations of this magnitude 
if he had 600,000 men under him, ana 
allow at the same time for the ade- 
quate holding of the trenches on both 
sides of the offensive area, with

strong reserve force to make good 
casualties. 
After the first half million Ameri- 
cans get into action, it IB not probable 
that those actually engaged in fighting 
will exceed that number for a year. 
The new-comers will foe used to fill up 
depleted ranks, and to act as reserves. 
France has not more than 2,000,000 
men actually in the trenches and this 
number can be- accepted as the prob- 
able maximum of her present fighting 
strength. For America, to send 
an 
army across- the Atlantic e^ual to 25 
per cent of the French forces and 
keep that army up to its full strength 
would be one of the most remarkable 
attainments in military history. 
At the some time, it will be neces- 
sary for America's half million to co- 
operate intimately with the French 
forces in the sectors near the Ameri- 
can zone If the chance* of full victory 
are not to be thrown away. In Lor- 
raine, opposite the American trenches 
the German general staff is concen- 
trating a new army to oppose the 
Americans. 


Germany had not more than 1,000 
men to the mile along the Lorraine 
frnot previous to the arrival of Gen. 
Pershing in France. Since then, von 
Hindenburg has given deep attention 
to the problem of defending- German 
soil against an American 
offensive. 
For this reason, there must be inti- 
mate Franco-American 
co-operation, 
despite Gen. Forshing's ability to take 
the initiative alone. A sustained of- 
fensive is necessary to wear down 
Germany's new forces In Lorraine, 
and that is possible only if French 
and American troops work together.

"I have observed the working of 
both systems of government and I 
have four big reasons why the pres- 
ent form should bo retained. First, 
because we can place responsibility. 
Under- the old form if we had a corn- 
plaint wo would go to one alderman 
who would say that it was tho next 
man's fault, ar.d we would point to 
another alderman. 
In political par-

we have three men upon whom v.-e 
can fix the blame—for streets, Mr.

The in- 
creased cost of labor, materials, and 
everything else has 
contributed to 
the raise in the tax rate and the in- 
crease, I feel, is justified. 
"The fourth reason why the pres- 
ent form of government should be 
retained is for the accomplishments 
of the last six years. 
Our beautiful 
and efficient lighting system would 
be a credit to any larger city, and yet 
I think we would not have had it at 
the present day if It had not been 
for the commission form. Our water 
system under the control of the city 
is in excellent shape, 
My water bill 
has been cut in two since the city 
purchased the plant, which 
would 
never have been done, if It hadn't 
been for the commission form.

generally are in this sector. 
If you 
have not heard I. think a brief out- 
line will suffice to give you an ink- 
ling, and then give one day's work 
to serve as an example Cor an average 
day. 
"JvVe have 25 cars to do the front 


line' work, and evacuate 
a 
sorting 


hospital. 
The number of 
cars 
on 
duty depends on the demand, and 
we go on duty by schedule, so that 
every man has an ecuuil chance to 
bo at the front posts. 
The 
front 
post Is two kilos back of the lines, 
and we wait there for the calls for 
cars from the lines, then with all 
possible speed "get there," got the 
wounded and hike straight away to 
the hospital with them. 
Most of the 
work is at night, except during the 
rush periods, when it is 24 hours a 
day for two days, then about eig'hteen 
and six hours sleep. 
Night work is 
without lights, and 
on 
a 
narrow, 


crooked, bumpy road, which is gen- 
erally full of traffic. 
"It 
is 
rather 


ticklish, especially when the "eclat" 
Is flying, but one gets used to it. 


"The other day T was next on call, 
so had to hang around waiting- for 
something1 to come in. 
The boche 
had been sending in gas almost all 
day—in the village—and 'had one or 
two aviona over, as it was an ideal 
day for flying, although quite cold. 
At five o'clock a cali came from near 
by—an avion (aviator) had dropped 
a bomb, killed one 
and 
wounded 
another, near a hospital, and very 
evidently intended for it. 
I got the 


fellow and took him to his destina- 
tion, then wont back to camp for 
cuts and some sleep. I had no sooner 
g-ot to camp than I was told to beat 
it for the front to relieve two cars 
that had broken down, with wounded 
inside of them, under shell fire.

didn't take long to .get under way, 
and was going like blazes when 
I 
came upon one of our cars going the 
same way, and at good speed too.

, cago, was the driver, who generally 
| drives like the devil, and so 1 stayed 
i j u s t behind him. 
We missed some 


I wagons and shoved others aside, but 
'we managed to keep our gait until r 
suddenly saw the back of Mac's cat- 
loom up like a mountain in front of 
me. 
T jammed the brakes—Ford's— 


but J hit him an awful jolt, which 
sent him down the road for another 
twenty-five feet or so. Ho had come 
on the two broken cars in a. heap, 
standing obliquely across the road, 
with the drivers in the ditch, dodg- 
ing, shells. 
Four cars, 
all 
ambu- 


lances, in one spot, 
more 
or 
less 
smashed. I had both lights smashed, 
fenders bent and radiators dented In 
a couple of places, which fortunately 
did not leak. 
I examined the steer- 


ing apparatus and found it as

ought to be, so turned around, got 
the wounded, and took them to the 
hospital. 
I had all that night, the 
next day and night, with part of the 
following morning, at the poste, be- 
fore I was relieved from duty.

San Jose, Costa Rca., Feb. 16.—The 
Irazu Volcano, the largest and high- 
est in Costa Rica, awakened and be- 
prnn a new period of violent activity 
after nearly two 
centuries of quiet- 


ness. 
The pervious remarkable eruption 
of this volcano took place in 
3723 
when Costa Rica was the poorest of 
the colonies under 
the ' crown 
of 
Spain. 
During that year the Irazu 
was in activity throughout the whole 
yar, emitting 
huge 
quantities 
of 
ashes, cinders, smoke, 
vapor 
and 
gases, and the manifestation was fol- 
lowed by earthquakes. Then came a 
period of long rest. It fell into a deep 
slumber 
for 
nearly 
two 
hundred 
years. 
Now it has awakened again and is 
pouring out, without interruption, tor- 
rents of vapor, sublimates and ashes, 
cinders and volcanic debris, which, 
floating in the air and carried by thp 
air currents, have reached places 25 
miles distant from the crater. 
At the foot of the volcano lies the 
historical city of Cartago, three times 
destroyed br the colossus and as often 
rebuilt by 'her inhabitants. 
During i 
the present crisis Cartagq has suf- ] 
fered no harm as 
her 
inhabitnts. < 
wiser through experience, have rebuilt, 
the city earthquake proof; and the 
emissions of the volcano have 
not 
reached Cartaeo, owing to the heavy- 
winds prevailing 
and 
which have 
blown them towards the valley of San 
ITope. Thousands of persons have vis- 
ited the summit of 
the 
mountain 
range to see the two oceans, and the 
gigantic column of smoke and gases 
aiming to the sky. 
The 
Irazu 
volcano stands 11,000 
feet above the sea level and about 
200 miles northwest of the Panama 
Canal. Back in the prehistoric ages 
this volcano made formidable erup- 
tions vomiting torrents of lava, miles 
in length, of which there are traces 
to be seen yet. Perhaps nothing sim- 
ilar will now happen; but the Costa 
Rica people always hear in mind the 
prediction of Humboldt who foretold
